A 1 Proclamation. 


It is laid down in the Regulations appended to the Tariff, that munitions 
of war are contraband, and that import and export trade therein is pro- 
hibited ; and thus it is only when specially imported for Chinese Govern- 
ment officers, under Government authorisation, that the contraband 
character of such commodities is removed. 

Therefore after the dates mentioned below, all munitions of war, 
brought to Shanghai, will be regarded as, and treated as contraband, un. 
less the importer has in the first instance obtained a Permit to Import. 
This document will be issued by the Customs. on receipt of instructions 
from H. E. the Governor; and will state slstinetiy that a certain mer- 
chant is authorised to purchase on behalf of His Imperial Chinese 
Majesty's Government, at a certain place, a certain quantity of munitions 
of war. 

All ‘rounitions of war brought here, save under this permit to im- 

rt, will be seized and confiscated, and the plea that they are intended to 
ies eventually taken to Japan or elsewhere will be by no means admitted. 

As however the distance between China and the various forei 
countries is not uniform, I, on the 4th day of the 4th moon (the 2st 
May) addressed communications to the Consuls of the Treaty Powers, to 
the effect “that ofter the expiry of aterm of siz weeks, commencing on 
the 4th day of the 4th moon, the date of my communications, munitions 
of war, for which no Customs permit to import has been ised, brought 
to Shanghai in vessels which have come from Hong Kong, or any Asiatic 
or Australian port, or in wessels which, coming from other parts of the 
world, have touched or anchored at Hong Kong, or any Asiatic or 
Australian port, shall be regarded as contraband andseized and confiscated ; 
and that after the expiry of a term of seven months, munitions of war 
brought to Shanghai in veusels which coming from, any Ruropean, 
‘American, or African port, bave not touched or anchored at Hong 4 
or any Asiatic or Australian port, shall be regarded as contraband, and 
seized and confiscated.” 

In addition to the communications which I have already addressed to 
the Consuls of the Treaty Powers, I now publish this proclamation for the 
information of all whom it may concern.

A meeting of merchants has been held here for the purpose 
of inquiring into the reasons alleged by A. Macpherson, for the 
detention of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company’s steamer 
Huquong.

Mr. J. H. Evans turning the attention of the meeting to 
the question of redress, proposed the resolution :—“ Resolved, 
that a representation be made to H.B.M.’s Consul, showing the 
very serious injury that such acts are calculated to inflict on 
the interests of this port, and praying for his interference in 
such manner as he may deem best, in order to secure pro- 
tection to the community from such acts in future.” Seconded 
by Mr, Ramsey, and carried nem. con.

i HONG KONG. 

On the new postal regulations the China Mail says :— 
Some amusing scenes occurred at the Post-office last mail, 
owing to the inauguration of the new arrangement, whereby 
the use of postage stamps has become compulsory. Of course, 
those having a large correspondence to post regularly were pre- 
pared for the change, and bad their measures taken accordingly, 
and the discomfiture was theiefore chiefly among private cor- 
respondents with their one or two letters. In order to make 
sure of the letter being posted, in the absence of the usual 
chit-book check, each man went to the office in person, and 
the acene was somewhat exciting. The first difficulty was with 
the shroff who sells the stamps. This public servant's leading 
weakness, it was proved, is a steady unwillingness to admit that 
any dollar is of fall weight. He holds upeach of these coins 
that come before him, and informs the applicant for stamps 
what value he is prepared to affix to it. The latter person 
being in a hurry to have his letter posted, and not wishing to 
amuse the bystanders by a dispute about the alleged deficiency, 
takes what he can get for the light dollar. If, as usually 
happens, he requests the change to be given him in stamps, 
the shroff or compradore entrusted with the sale of these has 
to cast up a calculation and adjust the value of the stamps re- 
turned so as to suit the amount of change requisite. The next 





purpose ; after this the priceformsa separate subject of inquiry,and 
one thing only remains, viz. to find out the proper pigeon-hole 
into which the letters are to be put. The public are, perhaps, 
rather slow in finding out these things; and, as people had 
generally allowed their servants to post their letters, there was 
the most profound ignorance shown on all hands with 

to this point. Men might be seen running about demanding of 
each other the required information, and comparing notes as to 
what was best to be done. Of the different stages of the postal 
process this was the most trying, and taxed the ingenuity 
most severely. But, of course, all these labourers met their 
reward, by thoroughly initiating those who endured them in 
the profound mysteries of posting letters. The coinage ia 
easily arrauged beforehand, as the new ten-cent piece cannot be 
denied ; it will be easier still to get satisfaction when the 
coming dollar shall have made its appearance. The matter of 
weight and price is probably a study, but it is one well worth 
going into, and a little practice will soon render one perfect, 

The Post-office here, though very well managed, is scarcely 
up to the requirements of the place, and it is greatly to be 
desired that more hands and larger premises be provided. A 
Post-office should facilitate the despatch of letters, but here it 
rather impedes it. Decent people, as a rule, pay attention to 
all legal enactments, but the sending of letters by private 
hands is a thing at which the most scrupulous would never 
hesitate. 

The practice of returning to the senders all letters insuffi. 
ciently stamped is most objectionable. It is simply offensive, 
in the first place, to open a man’s letter, but it is worse than 
offensive to cause him to have his correspondence, or any por- 
tion of it, delayed fora week or a fortnight. The opening of 
under-stamped letters may be avoided by each sender putting 
his name outside in case of accidents, but the practice of 
detaining correspondence in any way is surely entirely unneces- 
sary, as a fine can be imposed here and charged to the sender’s 
account, at least where the latter is known. 

The Quarterly ‘ea Meeting in connection with the Rev. Dr. 
Legge’s congregation was held in the School-room. ‘Tea being 
over, the Chairman (Dr. Legge) introduced Captain Hedger, 
who addressed to the meeting a few humorous and instructive 
remarks on what he had seen and heard of Christain worship 
in foreign lands. Short addresses were then made by Mr. 
Keyworth, Rev. Mr. Lech, Mr, Cox, and Mr. Denison, in the course 
of the eveving. Hymns were sung in the intervals by the 
audience; and pleasant aud profitable evening having been 
spent, the meeting closed about haif-past ten. 

The New Dock at Aberdeen promises to be a fine work, and 
will bo capable of taking in the Warrior itself should that re- 
nowned vessel ever visit these shores. The Admiralty, it is 
perhaps not generally known, are extending their assistance to 
the energetic proprietor in the construction of a second dock ; 
and they are doing so on very liberal terms. ‘The depth already 
attained is about twenty-two feet, and the length will be con- 
siderably over that of the existing dock. The soil proves to be 
of harder material than had been previously excavated, so that 
the prospects of success may be considered fair. The part re- 
quiring most ingenuity will be about the entrance, and the 
trouble entailed will depend upon the kind of bottom that may 
be found, a matter which has not yet been precisely ascertained. 

On the 9th and 10th of March a series of garrison sports 
took place here, The following were the leading sports. First 
day: Naval scrambling, running, high jumps, Minden Cup race, 
Lanarkshire Plate do., Hong Kong Plate do., the Indian Star 
do., putting shots, the sack race, and the Victoria Cup do. 
Second day: Race for the champiou’s belt, throwing the 
hammer, hop, step and jump, short scurry race, mile do., 
throwing a cricket ball, and Indian wrestling. The best run 
race was a race got up among gentlemen belonging to the 
colony. Tweuty-cight names were put down for five dollars 
each, the winner to pocket the stakes. Nineteen out of the 
twenty-eight started, the distance being one hundred yards. 
The lead was taken by Davidson (Messrs. Deut and Co.'s), and 
was kept the whole way. Harris (2-20th) and Tanner (99th) 
were respectively second and third, Baldwin being fourth, 
When we mention that the distance was run in ten seconds 
and a third it will be seen that the race was a good one, Ten 
yards per second is a rate of progression not often attained.

number of vessels presented or sold by foreigners to Japanese 
has been thirty-seven ; five of these were vessels of war, one of 
which was a present from Queen Victoria and one a present 
from the King Holland, who also sold the Japanese three more 
at $100,000 each. The nuinber of merchant vessels sold to 
the Japanese within the last three years has been thirty-two ; 
the highest price obtained was for the Ly-ee-moon ($195,000), 
sold by Messrs. Dent avd Co, Other steamers have brought 
such prices as the following :—Jinkes $150,000 (Messra, Gibb, 
Livingston and Co.) ; Yang-tsze, $145,000 (Messrs. Dent and 
Co); Shantuxg, $135,000 (Messrs, A. Heard and Co.); 
Fiery Cross, $130,000 (Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and 
Co); England, $128,000 (Mr. W. S. Lindsay); Kumsing, 
$125,000 (Messrs, Thomas Hunt and Co.) ; Laneefield, 
$115,000 (Messrs. Jardine, M. and Co.) ; Shanghai, $115,000 
(Messrs. Wilkinson and Co.) ; City of Hankow and Shunlee, 
$100,000 each (Messrs. Dow and Co). The Tycoon bought ten 
of the thirty-two merchant vessels, and the Prince of Satsuma 
five. Six or seven of these ships are no longer afloat, having 
been lost at sea or burned at Kagosima, others have got out of 
repair and are doing nothing. The entire cost of this fleet has 
amounted to $2,481,800 ; and for the ships-of-war supplied by 
the Dutch in 1858, $300,000. There have also been offered 
for sale besides, 12 British, 3 American, 1 Russian, and 1 
Prussian, screw-steamers ; 8 British paddle-steamers, 1 Ameri- 
can brigantine, and 2 British schooners 3—total, 28 vessels. 
The Japanese have also three schooners built out of wrecks of 
foreign vessels, one of which is from the wreck of the late 
Russian frigate Diana, that foundered rounding Cape Ideu when 
on her way from Simoda on the 23rd December, 1854. The 
guns of the Diana are now in the new fort at Hakodadi,

MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE, 

The dismantling of Fort Fullerton had been confined to the 
removal of a few guns, which are to be placed in position on 
Pearl's Hill, where some earthworks are now being constructed, 
The site of the fort had been applied for by the Municipal 
Commissioners, who propose to connect both sides of the 
river by a bridge, thrown over near its mouth, securing a fine 
broad carriage way from the Esplanade direct into the sea-wall 
frontage on the business side. This sea-wall frontage has a 
road of fine proportions, and is being lined by a row of hand- 
some godowns, , 

Her Majesty’s steam frigate Delorus, which arrived on the 
12th March, brought the chief mate of the British brig, Fame, 
or Fawn (it is given both ways), charged with shooting a sea- 
man belonging to the said vessel. The brig, under the com- 
mand of Captain Macdonald, was bound from Mauritius to New 
Zealand, having a crew disposed to be insubordinate. On one 
occasion a scuffle ensued between the chief officer and one of 
the crew, which led to the offence charged. The brig, sub- 
sequently, touched at St. Paul’s, and seeing the frigate passing 
showed signals of distress, An inquiry ensued, and the result 
was that the mate was brought in a prisoner, with the second 
mate and three of the crew of the brig as witnesses. A petty 
officer and three men of the Pelorus were placed on board the 
brig to navigate her to New Zealand. 

We announce with deep regret, says the Straits Times, the 
death at Malacca of Mr. Tan Kim Sing, one of our greatest 
public benefactors. Though a Chinaman, he identified himself 
thoroughly with the welfare and prosperity of the settlement. 
Mr. Kim Sing was trustee of the Institution Schools, the 
Townhall, and the gasworks. 

Mr. Williams, chief mate of the British brig Louisa, of this 
port, went ashore on Sunday, the 6th March, and left the 
Prince of Wales tavern in the evening with the intention of 
going off to the vessel in a China sampan, but nothing had been 
since seen or heard of him,

MEMOBIAL FROM THE HUDDERSFIELD CHAMBER OF COMMERCE TO 
VISCOUNT PALMERSTON. 

‘The Memorial of the Huddersfield Chamber of Commerce, sheweth, 
that in the year 1860 2 memorial was addressed to your Lordship by this 
Chamber praying that Her Majesty's Government would cause such 
surveys to be ado as would expedite and facilitate the making of a com- 
mereial roed or railway from the port of Rangoon across British Eastern 
Pegu, and the south-eastern territory of Burmah towards Esmok and the 
‘Western Chinese Provinces. 

That your memorialists, after having obtained further information, are 
now stili more forcibly imprewed with the importance of opening up a 
direct route of commercial communication with the provinces of Western 
China, whose productions of silk, cottun, wool, and tea, well suited to 
English markets (and the cultivation of which might be indefinitely 
increased if a convenient outlet could be formed), might thereby be readily 
exchanged for British manufactures to the advantage and development of 
the commerce of the country. 

‘That recent events (such as the American civil war) have shown that 
existing markets, furnishing important raw materials, and receiving British 

goods largely in exchange, are liable to be deranged so as 
to interfere seriously with the operations of important branches of industry 
in this country, which renders it of great importance that all proper effort 
shouid be made to facilitate the opening of new markets to the wants and 
enterprise of British manufacturing and trading interests. 

‘That the recent Treaty of Commerce concluded with the King of 
Burmah, by which British merchants are allowed liberal trading facilities 
in that kingdom, is regarded by your memorialists as a favourable step, 
if properly availed of, towards a commercial contact with Western China. 

That the Emperor of the French, having guined a footing in Cochin 
China, is fully alive to the advantages‘of his newly-acquired position there, 
aud contemplates using the route by the river Kamboja to open up French 
commerce with the Western Chinese provinces, in competition with the 
British trader. This circumstance makes it highly desirable that Her 
Majesty's Government should endeavour to render available the superior 
position and shorter route possessed by this country so as to secure a full 
ahare of advantage in commercial intercourse with the new markets now 
presenting themselves in Western China. 

‘That your memorialists learn through the public journals that the 
authorities of Calcutta have contributed a sum of money to the Rev. Mr. 
Bixby (an American missionary) to enable him to explore, during the 

ing dry season, some of the Burman Shan States; also that Dr. 
Marfels (a German) is instructed to proceed by another route in the 
direction of the same states, and also that Captain Fitzroy, of the Royal 
Artillery service, in commissioned to explore from Pegu in still another 
direction. 

‘That your memorialists, however, beg most respectfully to submit to 
your lordship that the proposed exploring journeys by these individuals 
‘are not what the manufacturing, shipping, and mercantile interests of this 
country have so earnestly and so generally led to your lordahip to 
have effected ; nor can reports of such individuals be satisfactory on 






































40 important a question as the practicability of opening the Wert of Chin® 
commercially by the most direct route. 

Your memorialists, therefore, earnestly pray that your lordship will be 
pleased to cause instructions to be forwarded to Her Majesty's Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India forthwith to cause a thorough survey of 
route from Rangoon through Pegu and the South-eastern corner of 
Burmah to Kiang-hung on the Upper Kamboja River, to be entered 
upon by a sufficient party of surveyors and engincers acting under the 
directions ofa chief engineer of eminence, whose report might be calculated 
to give satisfaction to Her Majesty's Government, and to the manufacturing 
and trading classes of this country. (Signed)

OUR AID TO THE IMPERIALISTS TO BE STOPPED. 
(THE TiMEs. ) 

History has sometimes paused incredulously over stories of great cruelty, 
such as ‘hose alleged against Genseric and his Vandals, who are said to 
have collected their prisoners at the gates of the African cities which re- 
fused to surrender, and to have slaughtered them there, leaving the car- 
casses to fester in the sun, that the stench might plague into the 
towns. Modern civilisation has refused to believe that even a barbarian 
could pursue a policy of such ruthless inhumanity. Yet, really, the con- 
temporary acts which are reported to us every day make it very doubtful 
whether we ought to reject any tradition as improbable simply because 
it records an act which would have been more than usually atrocious. The 
highly-educated Prussians have just been throwing shot and shell among 
the women and children of a defenceless town, without caring to take the 
trouble of giving the accustomed notice of what they were about to do. 
‘The free and enlightened Americans have been slaughtering without 
mercy all who were found in a fort taken by assault. To-day we have 
news that @ people whose government is founded entirely upon reason, 
and whose literature and religion only exist to combine with 
a system of pure ethics, have just been roasting to death over a slow fire 
four European prisoners. After all, if a man should hapeen to find him- 
self in a defenceless city it would seem to be a matter of small difference 
to him whether the army at the gates might call itself Vandal, or Prussian, 
or American, or Chinese. We have, perhaps, no great right to throw up 
our hands and eyes, while all the representatives of Christendom are 
dawdling away moments that pass heavy with deaths, and exclaim, “* What 
detestable wretches these Chinese are!” Yet the descriptions of the 
present doings of these Chinamen must not be passed entirely without 
notice. Perhaps they scarcely exceed in extent, and not very greatly 
even in degree, what is being done by other ci belligerents; but 
they have this peculiarity, that Englishmen are in some respects mixed up 
with the parties who are thus emulating each other in atrocity, and that 
the victims and the abettors are sometimes men of our own kith and kin. 

The Firefly, in which the four Europeans who are now discovered to 
have been roasted to death were found, was surprised at night by a party 
of “ foreigners” in the service of the Taipings. ‘The “ foreigners” carried 
the steamer up through the intricate and narrow channels that lead to the 
Imperial Canal, and the prisoners were landed and banded over to the 
leader of the Taiping banditti. Here, at the foot of a pagoda, these un- 
happy men were bound with sharp bamboo thongs, and slowly burnt to 
death, their charred bodies being cast into the earth, where the fragments 
were found by Major Gordon as he passed by the place, acting in the ser- 
vice of a Chinese master. The steamer was afterwards overtaken and de- 
stroyed by the Imperialist soldiers, but not until the T: siping had removed 
her machinery toa place of safety, where, by the aid of the “ engineer 
officers" in their employ, they propose to make it available for another hull. 
‘These facts have a startling significance apart from the distressing 
stances of the death of the four Europeans. They show that the ci in 
China hos arrived now at that stage which was expected and dreaded by 
our Government, and that Europeans are actually fighting against Euro- 
peans in these inhuman and demoralising contests. There is Major 
Gordon, a British officer of high character, marching in the pay of a 
Chinese Sateap, who had already made him the unwilling agent of a 
most sanguinary perfidy. ‘There is Colonel Cooke, who is not, we believe, 
a British officer, but who seems to be a skilful soldier, and who is em- 
ployed in the same mercenary manner. Opposed to them there are 
* foreigners” capable of surprising and managing a war steamer, and 
engineer officers” capable of adapting machinery to the hull of a sailing 
vessel. These are the active leaders on both sides in a war carried on 
with episodes in which the inhabitants of cities are massacred and prisoners 
tortured to death, Who the Europeans are ho have taken service with 
the Taipings we do not know; but we do know that Major Gordon 
is a man of uncullied reputation for truth and humanity, and it is 
greatly to be regretted that such a man should be found serving 
under such conditions in a war which has assumed a completely Aaiatic 
phase. The uncouth names which appear in our correspondent’s commu- 
nication give little intimation of the character of the disirict which is 
rendered desolate by this civil war. ‘The great country where millions are 
starving and where, as is affirmed on respectable authority, dried human 
flesh is offered for sale as food, is or was the garden of China, The 
cities which are now solitudes, so ruined that an army passes through them 
to encamp beyond, because they cannot supply quarters for the troops, 
were the great historic cities of the old civilisation. All that the Chinese 
had of art and excellence was to be found in Soochow and Hangchow, and 
the best and happiest populations of China lived and laboured in the silk 
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districts around. Hangchow, which was the ancient capital of China, was 
in medern times the storehouse and the mart for the produce of their 
jlains of mulberry-trees and garden-grounds. In the caves and grot- 
foes of ‘the neighbouring limestone hills the fantastic superstitions which 
ve grown parasitically upon the Chinese State philosophy had their 
shrines, their temples, and their great gilded gods. ‘There is not much 
worth studying in Chinese art, where grotesqueness takes the place of 
ty, and where wasted ingenuity and objectless labour only create a 
feeling which ought not to bea pleasure; nor is there any very worthy 
subject of inquiry in the various Chinese religions, which are but different 
husks of a philosophy not new to the West; but whatever there was of 
art, literature, and religion was to be found here, where everything that 
had life is now fainting or raging in the agony of death, and where every- 
jing that had the mark of industry is being trampled into desolation. 
fe are not about to call Europe to the rescue. It is too great a matter 
for usto meddle with to any good effect. The only chance we had of 
doing good was that of interposing a strong European contingent, 
with direct authority from the Imperial Government, This has 
‘and all we can now do is to withdraw our officrrs, to leave the Chi 
their own devices, and to spare them the aggravation of European assist- 
anee and ourselves the disgrace of any lay or lot in this bad matter. 

‘We must not, however, overrate the importance even of events so 
shocking to our human feelings as these are. We will hope that when 
our correspondent writes that “the little flesh that can be cut from the 
emaciated bodies of the dead is eagerly taken for food by the miserable 
survivors,” be but repeats an exaggeration of a sufficiently terrible reality. 
But, even it this were literally true, the authorities at Peking would pro- 
bably hear the news with great philosophy. They would reflect that the 
destruction of a few cities and a few millions of lives and of a few 
hundreds of square miles of cultivation can have no material influence 
upon the political influence of the great Empire of China. We are apt 
to China is as large a2 Europe, and do not remember is 
as possible that the destruction of a province may be a matter of indiffer- 
once at Poking as it is possible that the burning of a European city may 
be a cause of joy at Berlin, or the desolation of a district may bea 
triumph at St. Petersburg. China is large enough to endure a 
great deal of this without becoming so marrowless as to fail in the purposes 
of European commerce. Our only duty is to defend ourselves in the 
exercise of our lawful avocations in China, and to discourage the inter- 
ference of foreigners in the quarrels of the natives. We bave dove what 
we oould to stop this carnage ; but apart from suggestions of humani 
the tendency of these civil convulsions is to inerease the power and 

he Western nations. Shaughai has already risen if not to the 
rank, yet to the posi of a free, independent city. It shelters a million 
‘aad a half of Chinaman who have brought their capital, their industry, 
and their skill there, and will not be tempted away. It bas 2 municipal 
Government, that collects a revenue and employs an armed force which, 
alti now embodied under the modest name of police, may 
be readily made efficient to the defence of the place against assail- 
ants foca without as all as against tartans within. The Con- 
sular Courts are gradually acquiring the sanctions necessary to 
authorize them to deal janice throughout the city. Shanghai is now 
ically independent of Peking except in the matter of Customs’ dues, 
the unexampled rise of this enormous settlement we may, perha| 
tead the future history of the relations of the West with China. There 
are other places almost a8 convenient for purposes of trade as Shanghai, 
‘There are other points where a commercial settlement will be flocked to 
by the Chinese as to a city of refuge, where population and trade will col- 
Jeet wealth, and where wealth will be able to hire guards. The Chiefs 
both of the Imperial and the rebel party are by every excess they commit 
driving their people and our people to combine for a mutual protection, 
‘They are thus bringing about a cohesion we never could have ounelves 
accompli ‘are raising upon the vantage points throughout the 
Empire settlements which will be stronger than military posts, and much 
more durable than military conquests. 



































THE INDIA AND CHINA BANK MONOPOLY. 
(To the Editor of the Morning Post.) 

Sim,—To those who bave closely watched the prevailing public excite 
‘ment in favour of investments in shares of the old and new t-stock 
banks, it must have appeared somewhat singular that, whilst almost every 
section of the globe, and nearly every comer of the United Kingdom, have 
beeen ransacked and pitched upon for the formation of new banks, British 
Tadia, one of the richest fielde for banking in the world, should bave been 
e@omparatively neglected. And yet this circumstance, so pregnant with 
weaning, may perhaps be accounted for. Although appareatly secure in 
the enjoyment of their monopoly, the directors of the existing Indian 
exchange banks have striven to the utmost of their power, and with a zeal 
and devotion worthy of a better cause, to divert ention from their 
own lucrative field of operations. Witness, for instance, the number of 
banks and other nies connected with North America, South America, 
Australasia, the continent of Europe, and Scotland, which Mr. William 
‘Walter Cargill, M.P., and Mr. Harry George Gordon, of the Oriental 
Bank Corporation, have recently joined as directors. And who can doubt 
that their motive has simply been to divert public attention from British 
Todia, China, and the East? And who cannot but admire with what 
sriking and signal success their consistent and determined, though ill- 
fudged, policy has hitherto been pursued ?—the result being that, with the 
exception of the Land Mortgage Bank (which, as its name implies, is not 
in reality a bank professing to transact exchange, discount, and remittance 
business, but a simple trust and loan association), there has not been, 
during the recent mania, a single new bank started in London for British 
India. That the same monopolising policy will continue to exclude home 
capitalists from this noble field of banking and exchange operations is, 
however, doubiful. 

‘The wonderfully-successful progress within the last 10 years of the 
Indian exchange banks, which are all constituted on the principle of 
“ timited liability,” would seem to indicate that there is ample room for 
the introduction of similar institutions. A glance at the salient features 
connected with some of them will prove the truth of this assertion, without 
























fear of any contradiction from those parties who mistakenly consider them. 
selves interested in opposing the introduction of additional banking capital 
into India. 
The Oriental Corporation was the first Indian bank established in London, 
and it is well known that the directors, from the circumstance of the lia- 
bility of the shareholders being then unlimited, had to contend with many 
difficulties for about 10 years, after which (in 1851), an amalgamation was 
brought about with the Bank of Ceylon, which was at the time not in a 
thriving state ; but inasmuch as it was in ion of a Crown charter of 
incorporation conferring the (to an Indian bank) inestimable privilege of 
limited liability, and aleo that of issuing bank-notes, and carrying on 
business in the British colonies eastward of the Cape of Good Hope, the 
junction was eagerly sought for, and completed at the Treasury, under the 
able and clever management of Mr. Harry G. Gordon, the present chair- 
man of the corporation. After the charter was thus obtained a career of 
extraordinary prosperity ensued, and has continued, to the vast benefit and 
great enrichment of the proprietors, to increase, in an almost uninterrupted 
and unprecedented manner, up to the present time. The dividend and 
bonus just announced amount, on @ capital of £1,260,000, to 19 per cent. 
r annum, free of income-tax, and the reserve funds stands at the high 
ire of £252,000. The £25 shares command the high price of €67, 
equal to 168 per cent. premium. The net profits were £193,178 and 





‘248,919 in 1862 and 1863 respectively. 
‘The history of the Agra and United Service Bank (Limited) is one of 
‘a not less wonderful character than that of the Oriental. Commencing at 


Agra in 1893, more like a small London loan society than anything else, 
the directors and managers have succeeded within the last few years to net, 
on a capital of £1,000,000, very large profits, as will be seen from the

THE ARMSTRONG GUNS IN JAPAN. 
(To the Editor of the Army and Navy Gacette.) 

‘S12,— You have been so considerate as to suggest, in your last number» 
that it is probsble I have something to oy upon the reporis coscerning 
the Armstrong guns at Kagosima. I will refer in the first place to the 
following passage from a letter written by Captain Hunter, now com- 
mander, and previously gunnery lieutenant, of the flag-ship Euryalus, 
dated Yokohama, February 18, 1864. This letter has found its way to 
me within the last few days by chanee only, for I have not the honour of 
any acquaintance with Captain Hunter or his friends, Alluding to the 
310-pounder guns, Captain Hupter writes as follows :—* My opinion, 
and also that of the gunnery lieutenant, is, that for long range they 
are most successful. The 100-pounder es a pivot gun is superior to 
the 95 ewt. solid S-inch gun, but as broadside guns between decks we 
do not like them; the smoke is too great. chock earriages wit h 
such heavy guns are very slow in working, and the decks dreadfully cut 
up. The common shell is one of its great efficiencies, the bursting charge 
is so great. At Kagosima one vent-piece of the pivot gun broke, and a 
piece went up to foreyard, but no one was hurt, and it was the fault of the 
captain of the gun not putting the tin cup in. If the gun is understopd, 
and worked properly, it is very succeseh, ” ‘The 40-pounders we found 
answer exceedingly well, for, coming out of the place, we planted common 














shell with pillar fuzees wherever we wished a range of 8,800 Five 
steel vent-pieces broke, but another replaced them immediately, and no 

arm was done, These gung work very easily, are very true, and the drill 
is very simple.” It will be observed that Captain Hunter satisfactorily 


explains the only instance throughout the squadron of the failure of a 
110-pounder vent-piece. He tells us that the captain of the gun forget to 
insert the tin cup. I need hardly say that such an omission is evi 

of very imperfect training, for, when the men are sufficiently drilled, every 
act necessary to be performed in the use of the gun becomes a matter of 
habit, and not one of recollection. As to the injuries sustained 
by one of the 110-pounder carriages, and referred to in the official 
reports, it will be apparent that su: ajuries have nothin, 
to do with the gun. In fact, the report states that “the carriage was an 
old one (having been originally fitted for a 68-pounder), and would pes 
bably have suffered nearly ax much had a smaoth-bored gun been fired 
from it at the same elevations.” Captain Hunter objects to the rear chock 
carriages used with these guns as broadsides guns; but this again has 
nothing to do with the merit of the gun. I bave never recommended, sor 
even countenanced, the use of the 110-pounder gup upon a rear chock 
carriage. The r ised practice is to mount sich guns upon the re- 
gular naval slide carriage fitted with the usual compressors, and the decks 
are sure to be cut up where this practice is departed from. | Upon the eub- 
ject of the jamming of the 110-pounder vent-piece nothing is said either by 











Captain Hunter or in the official report from the flag-ship. The Euryalus 
cartied five 110-pounders, but the casualty of jamming appears to have 
occurred to none’ of them. In the smaller vessel, which carried alto- 


gether three 110-pounders, we find by the official reports that this defect 
was experienced ; yet, from the seme source, it spears that on board the 
Coqueite “ the high-gauge tin cups [of the 100-pounder} did not fit, 
thereby causing unnecessary delay after every round, in having to wedge 
the vent-piece out. The high-gauge tin cups never fitted, and all the low- 
gauge cups were expended. The gun worked in every other way véry 
satisfactorily.” The cause of the jamming of the veot-pieces in the 
smaller vessels seems thus revealed, and shown to be an error of supply, 
and not the fault of the gun. The only other defect of the 110-pounder 
mentioned in the official reports ‘is communicated by Captain 
Boxer, of the Racehorse, who finds more serious fault with the 
gun than any other officer of the squadron. Not only does be 
complain of the jamming of the vent-piece, but he also gays:— 
“Great difficulty” was found in getting the 110- pounder to 
go off from the quantity of rain falling, which so thoroughly wetted the 
vent-piece and raa into the interior of the chamber that It was found 
necessary to unload the gun shree times to replace the castridges which md 

It is difficult to conceive why Captain Boxer’s gun showld 
fave exhibited a ability in regard to rain from which every other gua of 
the squadrom appears to have been exempt, although all were exposed to 
the same conditions of weather. Captain Boxer’s complaint of the gun 
missing fire requires no notice. He can gcareely intend to suggest that it 
missed fire because it was an Armstrong gun. If he omitted such ob- 
vious precautions 9s were necessary to keep the carriages dry no further 
explanation is needed of the guns missing fire. You are aware, 
Sir, that { bave always admitted that the 110-pounder ig the least 
satisfactory of my guns. The difficulties of breech-loading increase 
with the size of the gun, and it is doubtful whether the vest- 
piece and screw arrangement can be made as successful for the 110- 
pounder gun as for the smaller natures. { maintain, however, in accord- 
ance with Captain Humter, that “if the gun is understood, and worked 

















properly, it is very succesdul."—I arm, &e.

TRADE IN CHINA, 

Tae commercial reports from Her Maszsty’s Consuls in 
China, for the year 1862, have been presented to Parliament, 
and embrace some interesting details on the trade of the em- 
pire, and on the commercial capabilities of the several Consular 
districts, with remarks thereon by Sir F, Bruce. 

‘Tren-rs1n.—The imports carried on under foreign flags at 
this port in 1862 were goods of the value of £2,215,946, in 
eighty-seven vessels, of 21,921 tons. Tho exports, £155,643 
in the same vessels. The duties collected were £28,802. The 
principal imports were British and American cotton and woollen 
goods, metals, window glass, watches and clocks, opera glasses, 
and opium. The report of Mr. Acting Consul Gipson on the 
trade of this port is a most full and interesting one. He tells 
us that small steamers, nearly all of which hoist British colours, 
are now chiefly employed, and prove by far the most con- 
venient class of vessels for the local traffic. The city of 
Tien-tsin stands about sixty-five miles from the village of Taku, 
upon a river which, owing to its insignificant depth of water 
and tortuous course, is extremely difficult of navigation. At 
the mouth of this river (Peiho) there is a bar which renders it 
unsafe for vessels drawing more than eleven fcet six inches of 
water toenter the Taku anchorage; while outside in the Gulf 
the weather is often so boisterous and the swell so high that 
vessels cannot discharge their cargo for several days together. 
‘The convenience, therefore, of a class of vessels able not only 
to clear the bar but to carry their cargoes right up this sixty- 
five miles of river navigation, to the very gates of the merchants’ 
godowns, is very great. Two such vessels have run regularly 
this year between Tien-tsin and Shanghai, and several others 
have made occasional trips at moderate intervals. The foreign 
goods which arrive here are mostly re-exports sent up from 
Shanghai. The vessels which trade at Tien-tsin are, therefore, 
in most cases engaged in a coast trade; probably not more 
than one or two vessels arrive hero in the whole course of the 
year from Europe, India, or America direct. A few vessels, 
it is true, enter and clear from this port for Hong Kong 
direct ; but these constitute the only exceptions. There is 
another circumstance to be noted with reference to the 
character of the shipping at Tien-tsin. Not only are the great 
majority of the vessels which enter this port employed in a 
purely coast trade, but a very large number of these vessels, 
though foreign-built, foreign-owned, and navigated under a 
foreign flag, are engaged in carrying native not foreign produce. 
The produce of Southern China is transported largely to the 
North in foreign bottoms, and, conversely, the products of 
Northern China aro largely transported to the South in foreign 
hottoms. Thus foreign vessels are not restricted to the car- 
rying trade in foreign products and manufactures ; they are, 
under certain tariff regulations, which will be more par- 
ticularly referred to hereafter, permitted to participate in the 
carrying trade in native produce. This privilege freely accorded 
by the Government of China, is of high and increasing value. 
The junks are gradually disappearing from the highways of 
commerce. The more enlightened Chinese merchants no longer 
patronise them, A south-country junk makes but one voyage 














$= 
to Tien-tsin in the course of a whole year; the cargo cannot 
be insured, and the chances of her going to the bottom in bad 
weather as compared with the chances against a foreign vessel 
under like circumstances are great. Native merchants are now 
perfectly well aware of the enormous disadvantages involved in 
the employment of junks, and rarely entrust valuable cargoes 
to them when foreign shipping can be procured. Thus the 
competition of foreign vessels, coupled with the operations of 
the insurance offices, is rapidly driving the junk off the face of 
the ocean. The trade in British woollens, the Consul tells us, 
makes no progress. The quantity of opium consumed in the 
city of Tion-tsin, judging by the number of amoking houses, 
must be enormous, A good deal is made about Shensi, but 
this native opium requires to be mixed with the stronger Indian 
drug to render it palatablo to the Chinese consumer. 3,613 
chests of Indian opium were imported here in 1862. The 
domestic trade of this district in home cotton manufactures is 
still considerable. The foreign cottons ure cheaper than the 
native, look much better, and under certain circumstances are 
even more profitable ; but the latter nevertheless are still ex- 
tensively used. I have now before me (writes the Consul) 
samples of native cottons of the following surts:—A white 
fabric, one foot two inches, English, in width; its retail price 
1d. foot; a blue cotton, one foot two inches in width, 
price 1}d. a foot; and a very coarse white cotton, one 
foot three inches, English, in width, price 14d. a foot. When 
the difference in width is taken into account, the foreign cottons 
are about one-half cheaper than the native; but native cottons 
woar better, and are, therefore, still generally preferred by the 
country people whose avocations are of a rougher description 
than those of the town population, Thus two yards of foreign 
cotton can be purchased for, say 9d, ; and will go as far towards 
making a jacket as three and a-half yards of native cotton, 

which, assuming the quality to be equally good, will cost about 
1s. 3d. ; but a jacket of the latter will wear twice as long under 
bad treatment as a jacket made of the former. Sinoo foreign 
cotton became so common among the people of this district, a 
vast number of dye-works have been established. In these 
dye-houses the white and unbleached cottons of Manchester are 
dyed light blue or black. Nearly the whole population, male 
and female, belonging to the middle and lower orders living in 

towns, wear these home-dyed foreign cottons. Unbleached and 
pale ash-coloured cottons are universally put on for mourning. 
The quantity of foreign printed goods used in upholstery within 
this district must also be enormous. The domestic trade in 
woollens is limited. Russian cloth is a good deal employed in 
upholstery. Euglish cloth, blue and grey, is worn in the shape 
of jnckets by such peoplo as can afford to buy it. In winter 
these jackets are lined with fur. As padded cotton jackets are 

equally worn in winter, and a great deal less expensive, woollen 
ones are rarely purchased by poor people. Wealthy persons 
prefer to wear the beautiful native silks. The salt trade is 
strictly a Government monopoly, and sells after paying duty at 
6d. alb., for abominably coarse and dirty stuff. It is to be 
regretted, therefore, that British salt cannot be brought into 
competition, The tariff regulations applicable to the coast 

trade in native produce carried on by foreign merchants 

are just and moderate. The rate fixed is a duty of 5 per cent. 

ad valorem at the port of shipment, and a further 24 per cent. 

at the port of discharge. Foreign ships and merchants are 

permitted, under these very moderate conditions, to participate 

in the native trade of China, The duties fixed by the tariff 
are fairly levied, and no reasonable complaint can exist under 
this head. The 2} per cent. transit duty, however, on goods 
entered for an inland market has been the cause of some irre- 

gularity, but it is only fair to state that every effort has been 

made by the Superintendent of Customs, and with a large 

measure of success, to set the matter right. Mr. Grsson says 
there is no doubt but that excellent coal exists in several 
localities in the north of this province, and that even the 
mining he saw in force at Huens-hua-fu, prosecuted with a little 
more energy, would turn out great quantities of coal suitable 
for the use of steamers. The ordinary coal consumed by 
people in their houses, a hard shaley variety, is altogether 

unfit for steam purposes ; but good steam-coal has been found. 

both in the hills west of Peking and in the neighbourhood of 
Huens-hau-fu. The coal mines further eastwards, in the 
direction of Jehol, are reported to be productive ; the quality 
of the coal is said to be good; it burns freely, being very 

bituminous, but throws offa great quantity of smoke, and is 
therefore not very well adapted for the use of steamers. 
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There is water carriage the whole way between the Jehol 
mines and Taku. The coal can be laid down at the latter 
place for seven or eight dollarsa ton. In the absence of better, 
this coal would fetch at Taku ten or twelve dollars a ton. 
New-cowane.—The first is by Mr. T. T. Mzapows, Consul 
at New-chwang—a district which embraces the whole of Man- 
chooria, as bounded by the Yellow Sea and the Chih-li Gulf 
on the south; by Corea on the south-east; by the Russian 
territories on the cast and north; and by Mongolia on the 
west; and it also embraces the eastern portion of Mongolia. 
‘We cannot forbear quoting the very practical remarks which 
Mr, Mmapows makes on the duties of the Consul in China :— 


« In this country (he observes) Her Majesty's Consuls are charged with 
the exclusive civil and criminal jurisdiction over British subjects ashore and 
affoat, not only in theirrelationsto each other, but tothe Chinese populations, 
and to the subjects of other States settled at the ports. These duties, apart 
from the judicial labours which they directly cause, bring with them, on 
the English Consul at eactf’port, a considerable amount of international 
discussion with the territorial authorities and with the Consular represen- 
tatives of Occidental States, which cannot, in anything like a similar 
come on Her Majesty's Consuls in countries where they exercise 
no judicial functions. The Consuls here do not and could not by any, 
the fullest and minutest, accounts of the past amount of shipping and of 
goods, increase the future amount of that shipping by a ton or of those 
goods by abale. On the other hand, by sparing their powers for the 
prompt and full discharge of those other duties to which I have above 
Teferred; by striving to get justice done to their countrymen, and by 
taking care that they do justice to others; by seeing that they have the 
virtual enjoyment of their treaty rights ; and by preserving and promoting, 
‘as much as possible, peaceable, if not friendly, relations between them and 
the people of the country,—the Consuls can really do something to in- 
creme British trade, by ‘hus establishing and maintaining the conditions 
of peace, justice, and order under which alone trade can flourish. It is 
to such labours that I have had to devote myself since I came here, to 








the Consular district by establishing the Consulate in May, 1861; 
and these labuurs, in an utterly strange region, and somewhat disorderly 


locality, have fully taxed my working strength from that time to thi 
Mr. Muavows thinks that this port can compete with Nicho- 
layevak, at the mouth of the Amoor, as far as regards tho 
_ introduction of foreign manufactures into the Sungari Valley. 
The Amoor is closed to navigation for seven months, and the 
Leaou for four and a-half, whilst this river, besides being per- 
fectly free from ice for seven and a-half months, is remarkably 
easy of access, ‘The navigation closes about the 10th or 
15th of November. The great export of the port is pulse 
and pulse cake, and the oil expressed from them. In the 
season of 1861, 34 occidental vessels visited the port; in 
1862, 86; and last year double that number was expected. 
‘The greater safety and cheapness of the transport by the foreign 
vessels cannot fail to add an impulse to the other causes of the 
colonisation of the Mongolian plains. The value of the im- 
ports in 1862 was estimated at 442,000 taels, amongst which 
shirtings and other cotton fabrics, opium, and rod iron are 
the principal. The exports wero estimated at 335,642 taels. 

Cux-r00.—Sixty-nine British vessels, of 25,090 tons, im- 
ported merchandise of the value of £231,328, and exported 
goods of the value of £105,156. The number of vessels of all 
flags that entered the port in 1862 was 178. 

Hanxow.—At this port Mr, Gingell (since deceased) tells us 
that foreign relations with the Chinese people and with the autho- 
rities continue on a favourable footing. The value of the trade 
of the port in 1862 reached £6,189,952, being an increase of 
£3,011,482 over 1861, The treasure imported was 3,417,894 
taels, and of opium, 1,133 chests. The export of tea was 
28,846,533 Ibs, 1,462 vesscls, of an aggregate of 290,536 
tons, arrived and departed, 

Krv-granc.—Mr. Covsul Hughes states that he has been 
unable to obtain accurate statistics of the trade of the 
port, but furnishes some iuteresting information. The 
steamers and other vessels which arrive at Kiu-kiang 
from Shanghai, commonly, but by no means invariably, proceed 
to Hankow. American-built steamers are preferred; they 
carry cargo on deck, and therefore load and discharge with 
greater speed, facility, and safety. Paddle-wheel vessels are 
superior to screw-steamers for the navigation of the Yang-tze, 
The former make better way against the current ; and, in the 
event of touching the ground, the reversing of the paddle- 
wheels is found to be more effective than that of the screw. 
‘About twenty steamers now ply regularly on the river, and the 
number this season will be probably much increased. 
‘The great staplo of the export trade of Kiu-kiang is tea ; the 
green tea coming from the Moyune (Woo-yuen) districts, dis- 
tant, by water, about 280 miles; and the black tea from 
Ning-chow, distant, by water, about 250, by land, 90 miles. 
The following is an approximate estimate of the export for 

the year 1862 :—Green, 14,373,933 lbs. ; black, 7,767,560 Ibs. ; 

















unprepared leaf, 530,400 lbs. ; total, 22,661,893 lbs, Paper 
and china ware are the exports next in importance, 

Foo-cnow-Foo.—Mr. Sinclair reports that the arrivals 
at this port were 207 vessels, of 97,585 tons, bringing 
goods valued at £2,169,525. The exports, in 206 vessels, 
value £3,196,901. ‘The duties collected, 1,381,770 tacls, 

Amoy.—Mr. Consul Pedder points out that the foreign 
vessels arriving at Amoy have decreased in the last three years, 
having fallen from 77,765 tons to 70,598; the British tonnage 
is about stationary, at 84,000 tons; but only a small portion 
of this tonnage can be said to be engaged specially in the trade 
of Amoy. The value of the imports in British vessels fell from 
$5,324,791 in 1860, to $3,592,000 in 1862; and the exports 
from $3,673,646 to $2,100,000. It is believed a large 
smuggling trade is done outside the port. The whole number 
of arrivals in 1862 were 484 vessels, measuring 154,417 tons. 

Swatow.—The entries of British shipping were 130 vessels 
with cargo, and 33 in ballast, total tonnage, 62,965. 85 
vessels, other than British, entered the port. The value of 
the import trade in British vessels was $3,589,686 ; by other 
vessels, $1,839,362. The total exports were $3,143,960. Mr. 
G. W. Caine, the Consul, says:—A much larger quantity of 
ground wos set apart at the end of the year for sugar plante- 
tious, which will in a year or two double the present export 
of sugar from hence. The total increase in the value of the 
trade in 1862 over 1861, was $1,689,023. The steady 
advance in the trade of this port, both in imports and exports, 
augurs well for its durability. Every year shows a large de- 
crease in the junk trade at this port. The Chinese prefer 
chartering vessels which can make several voyages in the 
year, to the unwieldy junks which can travel only with a 
fair wind. 

Tamsuy—Formosa.—Mr. G. C. Braune states that fifteen 
British vessels, of 2,746 tous, entered with goods valued at 
$273,765, and sixteen vessels, of 3,036 left with goods 
valued at $204,222, “Twenty-seven leincenie of 6,176 
tons, entered, and the same number left, but the value of their 
cargoes could not be ascertained. Mr. Braune enters into some 
discursive remarks on the disputes which have arisen in con- 
ducting the camphor trade, 

Cantoy.—Mr. D. B. Robertson the Senior Consul in 
China, reports on the trade of this port, that the prospects are 
satisfactory in spite of the effect produced by the open- 
ing of the Yangtze river:—Tho import trade for 1862 
was to tho value of £2,412,515, a decline of half-a- 
million on the previous year’s return. The cause of this is 
attributed to the deficient cotton supplies. Of opium there was 
an import of 3,913 piculs, against 1,363 in 1861, In tea the 
exports were 31,894,031 lbs., showing a decrease of 7,580,826 
lbs. In raw silk there was an increased shipment of 357,396 
lbs. ; of thrown, 2,552 lbs. ; and of coarse, 78,392 lbs. The 
export trade had increased in value in 1862 by half-a-million 
sterling. The shipping returns in 1862 were 723 vessels, of 
263,146 tons; of these, 154 were in ballast. - 

There are no reports given for Shanghai and Ningpo.
